CITIZEN’S LOBBY 
ATTEMPTING TO IMPROVE 
STATE GOVERNMENT 
JEFFERSO N CITY - The 
sparsely furnished office isn’t 
impressive with its torn maps 
of Missouri and the United 
States on the walls. It’s even 
hard to find, located in the 
basement of an old building 
next to a beauty shop on the 
state capital’s main street. But 
it is the headquarters for an 
enthusiastic 
and 
optimistic 
group of young people who 
have set out to restructure the 
Missouri Legislature. 
The office was opened last 
December 
by 
the 
Citizen’s 
L o b b y , 
a 
group 
which 
describes itself as “ A Voice for 
the People of Missouri” . 
The lobby was the idea of 
Carl Wilson, a Kansas Citian, 
who was upset with a recent 
evaluation of state legislatures 
which 
placed the Misssouri 
General 
Assembly 
35th 
in 
terms of overall effectiveness. 
The evaluation was made 
by 
the 
National 
Citizen’s 
C o n f e r e n c e 
on 
S t a t e 
Legislatures 
(NCCSL) 
and 
ranked Missouri 49th on the 
ability of legisltaors to make 
independent 
decisions 
and 
40th on how informed the 
members were. In none of the 
criteria 
for 
evaluation 
did 
Missouri do any better than 
30th. 
“ The 
conference 
study 
provided the spark for the 
lobby,” Wilson says, “but we 
don’t want to become just 
another research group and add 
to the pile of research papers. 
We 
want 
to 
initiate 
what 
research has recommended.” 
The lobby specifically is 


pushing 
bills 
calling 
for 
monthly financial reports from 
—all professional lobbyists and 
requiring that all candidates for 
public 
office 
and 
elected 
officials disclose their income. 
The non-partisan group also 
supported a recently approved 
rule change that went into 
effect last week and requires the 
vote 
of 
each 
committee 
member be made public on 
bills 
formally 
reported 
by 
committees. In the past, only 
the total committee vote had 
been given. 
“ We think we can claim 
partial credit for passage of the 
open committee vote,” Ray 
A p p l e t o n , 
the 
l o b b y ’s 
executive 
director, 
says.

contacted newspaper editors 
and tried

initiate 
editorials 
on 
the 
measure. Many did, and we 
also kept them up-to-date on 
how it was moving so they

The lobby also made a 
telephone survey which found

questioned favored the opening 
all committee meetings to the 
public. The survey’s results 
were given to all legislators. 
“ Indirectly, we have won 
an important victory,” Wilson 
says. “ The day will come when 
we can have completely open 
door sessions, even if it has to

The lobby has received a 
m i x e d 
reception 
from 
legislators. “ Some are happy to 
see 
us, 
others 
are 
not,” 
Appleton says. “ Most are just 
watching us to see if we can 
pull it off.” 
M o s t 
legislators

reserving comment until they 
see just how much support the 
lobby has. “ I don’t know too 
much about it of just who’s 
supporting it,” one senator 
said. 
So far, the lobby has been 
financed 
by a few private 
donations,

membership drive will start 
soon with a membership fee of 
$10. Appleton estimates the 
group

membership drive because they 
feel people want efficiency in 
government and are willing to 
do something about it.

Until a few centuries 
ago, China

apart 
from a few traders and the 
-handful of missionaries who 
were intent upon converting 
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the “heathen Chinese.” 
An

D y n a s ty — 
so m e 
m i gh t 
c o n sid e r

blunder—started it all. 
Late in the 16th century 
the Mings permitted Portugal 
to establish a concession on 
the 
South 
China 
Sea 
at 
Aomenkow 
below Canton. 
Macao, as the Portuguese still 
call it, was the germ that 
t h r e e 
c e n t u r i e s 
l a t e r 
produced a raging contagion 
of colonialism. 
In the 276 years of Ming 
rule, China’s population grew 
from about 65 millions to 
around 150 million, and the 
empire prospered. Even some 
of the more bumbling Ming 
emperors failed to discourage 
a new flowering of arts and 
s c i e n c e s . 
P u b l i s h i n g 
f l o u r i s h e d 
o n

u n p r e c e d e n t e d 
s cal e. 
Academies mushroomed all 
over China. 
The end for the Mings 
came when the Manchus, a 
n on - H an 
people, 
poured 
from the North through the 
Great Wall and then wheeled 
south to complete a process 
of conquest. As many times 
b efo re ,

dynasty’s 
fall 
brought incredible turmoil. 
It was years before the 
Manchus 
quelled 
all

r e b e l l i o n s . 
T h en 
t h e y 
e n t r e n c h e d 
th e ir 
Ching 
Dynasty and settled down to 
what would be nearly three 
centuries of rule over their 
“ great 
and 
pure 
empire.” 
They 
imposed 
the 
partly 
shaven head and pigtail on 
Han 
m e n, 
to 
b eto ken 
submission. 
By the end of the 18th 
century China again was a 
huge empire extending from 
Central 
Asia 
and 
Siberia 
south to Burma and India, 
with Korea and Annam—part 
of today’s Vietnam—as vassal 
states. 
But the time of decay was 
near. China became an easy 
mark for greedy foreigners— 
Portuguese, English, Russian, 
German, 
French, Japanese, 
a n d , 
f i na ll y, 
American. 
China’s technology lagged far 
behind 
Europe’s so far as 
industrialization and military 
potential were concerned. It 
was not for lack of talent, 
but 
simply because China 
w a s 
n o t 
p a r t i c u l a r l y 
interested in commercial and 
imperial possibilities inherent 
in scientific development. 
As China reeled into the 
19th century on waves of 
unrest, England’s merchants 
industriously 
built

who did this cared little that

d r a i n i n g 
C h i n e s e 
resources. 
Until 
his death in 1799 
Chienlung tried desperately 
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to stem

trade. His successors, inferior 
men much less able to cope 
with the avid Europeans, also 
fervently 
declared war on

opium .” The British 
East 
India 
Co. 
held 
the 
monopoly on importing and 
peddling it in China. 
The emperor in 1839 wrote 
Queen Victoria, demanding 
to 
know 
why 
“ barbarian 
ships” traveled so many miles 
for such trade. 
The em peror’s anti-opium 
e ff o r t s, 
h o w e v e r , 
only 
provoked 
the 
British 
to 
r e t a l i a t i o n 
and 
finally 
produced the Opium War of 
1840. Britain easily humiliated 
the Celestial Empire. 
As 
punishment, 
Britain 
f or ced 
t h e 
t h r o n e 
to 
designate 
Canton, 
Amoy, 
Ningpo 
and 
Shanghai 
as 
“ treaty 
ports” 
open 
to 
foreigners 
for 
warehouses 
and homes. The gates swung 
w i d e 
o p e n 
t h e r e a f t e r . 
E u r o p e a n s 
t o o k 
full 
advantage, and hatred both 
for the 
foreigner and the 
n o n - H a n 
Ching 
c o u r t 
mounted throughout China. 
T he 
C h i n e s e 
had 
been 
stunned by their first major 
military clash with a Western 
nation; astonished to learn 
that the barbarian was indeed 
powerful and could bring the 
proud imperial court to heel. 
Hatred 
of the Chings 
s pa r ke d 
t h e 
Tai 
Ping 
r e b e l li o n . 
It 
e x p l o d e d 
suddenly 
in 
Kweichow 
in 
1852, led by a teacher named 
Hung Hsiu-chen. Influenced 
by 
h i s 
o w n 
C h i n e s e 
interpretation of Protestant 
Christianity, he believed he 
had a mandate from heaven 
to drive out the Manchus. He 
nearly did. 
Hung’s followers cut off 
their pigtails and proclaimed 
him king of the Tai Ping Tien 
Kuo— Heavenly Kingdom of 
the 
G r e a t 
Peace. 
They 
overran four provinces and 
established a government at 
Nanking. But quarreling and 
corruption among the rulers 
at 
N a n k i n g 
s e v e r e l y 
weakened the revolutionary 
regime and it fell in 1864 to a 
Manchu assault. 


However, 
the Tai 
Ping 
movement 
had 
deep 
and 
permanent impact on China’s 
development. It would be a 
model for the Kuomintang

It would inspire the violent

staged a coup in 1898, ousted 
Emperor Kuanghsu and, with

l a u n c h e d 
a 
v i o l e n t 
propaganda campaign for the 
destruction of all foreigners.

The grand jury met amid 
reports that a warrant would 
be sworn out for the arrest of 
Irving’s wife, Edith, 36.

CITIZEN’S LOBBY 
ATTEMPTING TO IMPROVE 
STATE GOVERNMENT 
JEFFERSON CITY - The 
sparsely furnished office isn’t 
impressive with its torn maps 
of Missouri and the United 
States on the walls. It’s even 
hard to find, located in the 
basement of an old building 
next to a beauty shop on the 
state capital’s main street. But 
it is the headquarters for an 
enthusiastic 
and 
optim istic 
group of young people who 
have set out to restructure the 
Missouri Legislature. 
The office was opened last 
December 
by 
the 
Citizen’s 
L o b b y , 
a 
g r o u p 
which 
describes itself as “ A Voice for 
the People of Missouri” . 
The lobby was the idea of 
Carl Wilson, a Kansas Citian, 
who was upset with a recent 
evaluation of state legislatures
